HAVANA, March 12.—Via Key West, Fla., March 12.—It is impossible to 
send direct from Havana anything in refutation of Capt. Peral’s statement of yes- 
terday regarding the views of the Spanish Court of Inquiry regarding the Maine dis- 
aster. However, an American officer who is an expert, says in effect, and his words 
are worthy of all weight, as he knows absolutely of what he is talking: 

“I am a graduate of the torpedo school, and have studied the effects of torpedoes 
and mines from observation and experiments. A torpedo exploded at a depth of six 
feet would throw a column of water 100 feet into the air, 12 feet, ten feet in the air 
and at 80 feet deep would hardly raise a small wave. A detonator of gun cotton in 
the open air makes a mark of its own; so in steel or blows stone to: fragments. In 
the water a torpedo itself would not be felt at any great distance. It requires the 
resistance of a solid body and would be dissipated in water or mud. This disposes 


_ of the wave theory and the affect f the shore or boats in the harbor.” 
As to the hole in the Solis’ the okekrt in question makes the most important 


statement that the Maine drew 28 to 30 feet at the time of the explosion and had 
about ten feet of water below her bottom to the surface of the harbor mud. On the 
port side, where the United States divers are now at work, there is at present 47 feet 
of water. May not this be the hole which Capt. Peral says could not be found? If 
it is, the hole was more than seven feet deep when the explosion took place and has 
greatly filled with mud since. As to the finding of dead fish, the United States 
Court of Inquiry has seen a solitary fish since work began on the wreck. The bodies 
recovered from the Maine have not becn touched by fishes. Some of the fishermen in 
Havana testified that there were no fish inside the harbor, the waters being too foul 
for them. Some times they come part way in during the day, but all go out at 
night. ' 

Further, as to the alleged discoveries of Spanish divers reported to Capt. Peral: 
five American divers have been working on the port side of the wreck an average 
of seven hours per day each for nearly three weeks in a spac 50 feet long and 20 feet 
wide. The Spanish divers have never been inside the wreck at all, neither have they 
ever been on the port side, deyoting the short hours which they have spent under 
water to the starboard side forward and outside the hull. Recently, to their own 
surprise, they brought up two cans of ammunition for the six-inch guns, not ex- 
ploded. They dropped them back when the light of the surface showed they were 
unexploded and what their nature was. 

Further, the Spanish divers often go down only long enough to wet their suits 
and then come up and hide behind a blanket on the barge, where they sleep or rest 
for a couple of hours and then go ashore and report that they cannot see anything 
in the mud and water. They could not have found the ram of the Maine, since they 
have not been down in the locality of that part of the wreck. They have not located 
the turret with the ten-inch guns, though the spot has been pointed out by Capt. 
Sharp in charge of the wreckers, where there is only 16 feet and should be 26 feet. 
This spot is outside the hull on the starboard side. It is probable that the turret is 
there, partly buried.in the mud. 

All of these facts are known by the United States Court of Inquiry, having been 
elicited in the examination of those in a position to know. 

The expert interviewed by the correspondent expresses the belief that the Maine 
was blown up by what is known as a Newport terpedo, station torpedo or something 
of the same nature. This engine of destruction is the joint product of the labors of 
Commander Converse, Commander of the Montgomery, Lieutenant Commander 
McLean, now in command of the torpedo station at Newport and Lieutenant Hol- 
man, ordnance officer of the Maite at the time of the explosion. 

The Newport torpedo can be planted from a small boat and the expert believes 
that this one was exploded by being struck on the port side of the Maine forward of 
amidships as she swung to her moorings. He thinks this more likely than that 
wires were laid from the shore, as the wires, if laid for any length of time would 
sink deep in the loose harbor mud. It would be singular if it should prove that the 
Maine was blown up by a torpedo in the invention of which one of her principal of- 
ficers, Lieut. Holman, bore a notable part. 

All of the above statements of fact and surmises come from authority upon 
which the Court depends for much of its evidence, and is given to the correspondent 
without reservation, except as to the name and rank of the giver.~ The expert fur- 
ther believes that the destroying mine was made up of four torpdoes of 36 pounds 
each of wet and dry gun cotton, and 144 pounds in all. This amount would have 
been ample to blow the entire forward part of the Maine clear over to starboard, 
as undoubtedly was done. 

In the judgment of the correspondent the United States Court of Inquiry is 
fully aware of the views which the Spanish Court will promulgate, and has also made 
& careiul investigation on the same lines, so as to be able either to refute or confirm 
the Spanish statements. Senor Sagasta, the Spanish Premier, has written a letter 
to an intimate friend which was read at a meeting of Conservatives here last Thurs- 
day. In this letter the Premier says that disarming of the volunteers had been 
determined upon, but that the publication of the intention to disarm them was pre- 
mature.

Old Mrs. Schwentler of 1631 Carr street 
was locked up in her home yesterday, after 
the Dispensary doctors had pronoynced her 
crazy. 

Last night when there was no one in the 
house but her husband, the insane woman 
slipped out of a rear window and disap- 
peared. Men working in a factory at the 
foot of Mound street saw her run bare- 
headed to the river and jump in, 

The water wasn’t deep enough to drown 
her. She laid down in it and quickly rose 
to the surface. When she got on her feet 
again and waded to fie bank and scrambled 
onto the’ land, 

The factory men hurried toward her, but 


she ran from them and they lost sight of 
her in the darkness. 
Half an hour later, as the crew of a Ter- 


locomotive into the roundhouse, they dis- 
covered a dark object beneath it. Investi- 
gation proved it to a woman, drenched 
to the skin and muttering strange words. 
The engineer, John Hutchison, and his fire- 
man, Joe McGinnis, dragged her from be- 
neath the locomotive and carried her into 
the roundhouse. 

They could make nothing out of the wo- 
man’s mumblings, and they telephoned to 
the Fifth District Police Station at Tenth 
and North Market streets.

It was about 11 o’clock yementoy 
ing that Mrs. Schwentler ge me 
at the City Dispensary. he had escaped 
from home where she had beep under sur- 
veillance, and had made her way to the 
Dispensary alone. An ambulance driver 
asked her how she was suffering and she 
replied that she did not suffer at ayy, be- 
cause she was made of rubber and her 
veins contained only water and not blood. 
This she said was caused by her death and 
return to life three times. 

To prove her assertion that she wa;s‘§iade 
of rubber she allowed herself to fali as a 
deadweight backward to the floor. She 
laughed at the Dispensary doctor’s when 
they sprang forward to lift her to her feet. 
She assured them that she was not hurt and 
would have failen again had she not been 
held. Then she tried to open @avein with an 
ink eraser to show that it contained water. 
By adroit questioning Chief Physician Jor- 
don learned from the unfortunate woman 
that her son Frank Schwentler, was chief 
draughtsman for the American Brake Com- | 
pany. The son was sent for and when he 
reached the Dispensary and beheld his |} 
mother the doctor says he was guilty of a 
shameful outburst of temper. 

“Why did you run away from home?" 
he is said to have demanded, at the same 
time seizing her by the arm and perking 
her violently. “I'll chain you down when 
I get you back home.’”’ 

Mrs. Schwentler was thoroughl cowed, | 
and begged that she be not sent b@#@k home. 
She attempted to arise from her chatir, 
when her son again jerked her by the arm 
and forced her to sit down. 

Dr. Jordan rebuked young Schwentler 
sternly, impressing upon him that his 
mother was not responsible for her actions, 
after which the son was allowed to take 
his parent home in a carriage. 

At home Mrs. Schwentier was placed un- 
der restraint, and during the afternoon she 
quieted down and showed no symptoms of 
a returning attack of her peculiar mania. 
About 8 o’clock in the evyenirg she Was left 
alone in her room. Her husband was in an 
adjoining room with his son Frank and hie 
daughter Ida. As they conversed, thinking 
all the time that Mrs. Schwentler was 
safely confined in the rear room, the de- 
mented woman raised a window and es- 
caped. It was some time after that her dis- 
appearance was discovered. About the 
time they went to the police station at 
Tenth and North Market streets to report 
the case their mother, drenched to the skin, 
without hat or shaw! to protect her ffdm 
the chilling rain, was poate pee in a 
dark ambulance to the City ispensary. 

‘Mrs. Schwentler is between 4 and 650 
years old, and until her diseased mind

As she stood in the dimly lighted room 
in the freight house at the foot of Mound 
street last evening waiting for the ambu- 
lance she pepeated the words ‘“‘doctor”’ and 
‘‘bromide”’ incessantly. She was unable to

On the other floors similar scenes were 
enacted, and the firemen who went through 
the rooms as soon as it was practicable 
brought down reports indicating that the 
death lfst would reach twenty-five at least, 
and possibly more. 

A fireman found men so frightened when 
he reached the third floor that they were 
afraid to come out on the fire escape. He 
Says that he climbed In a window and be- 
gan to beat and kiek and fairly shove them 
out of the window onto the escape. In this 
rude way he saved a number of lives of 
men who had gone so crazy that they did 


not know enough to save themselves. 

It is probable that a good many lost 
their lives by reason of this unmeaning 
terror.

MEASLES STILL RAGING. 


Only a Slight Falling Off in the Num- 
ber of Cases Reported. 

The we@kly report of Chief Sanitary Of- 
ficer Charles W. Francis shows there is 
only a slight abatement of measles. Fifty- 
five new cases were reported as against 67 
the week before. Two cases resulted fa- 
tally while but one did so the week before. 

There were cases of diphtheria re- 
ported and 3 deaths; 12 cases of scariatina, 
4 cases of whooping cough, 3 cases of croup, 
8 cases of typhoid fever and 1 death, 1 case 
of cerebro-spinal fever dnd 1 death. 

The total deaths last week were 191, as 
against 183 the week before and 201 the 
corresponding week last year. Forty-seven 
died in public institutions and 20 Inqueste 
were held, Twenty-five died from consump- 
tion and 20 from pneumonia, There were 
8 still-births included in the mortality. 

There were 28 births reported during the 
week.

ELECTION COMMISSIONERS’ AS- 
SISTANTS OBJECT TO THE 
NEW RESOLUTION. 


MAY GO FISHING ELECTION DAY. 


Three Members of the City Democratic 
Committee in the Commissioners’ 
Office Interested in Primaries. 


The sweeping and imperative resolution 
agreed upon by the Board of Election Com- 
missioners provides that no one connected 
with that officé shall “take any interested 
part in primary elections by actively work- 
ing for any individual] or delegation,”’ which 
may have an effect to curb the industry and 
dampen the enthusiasm of Blection Com- 
missioner Hugh Brady. 
But the resolution further provides that 
“the assistants of thie office are hereby in- 
structed to govern themselves according to 
this resolution.” 
The Democratic assistants in the Election 
Commissioner’s office think that this is 
hardly fair, especially when it is known 
that they constitute a majority of the clerks 
and are prominent in the counsels of tle 
party, while the Republican assistants have 
until this time been unrestrained and are 
not particularly influential in city politics. 
Clarence Hoblitszelle, for instance, has 
several times been a member of the City 
Democratic Committee from the Twenty- 
second Ward, and is still active within the 
neighborhood of his voting place in the 
Twenty-sixth Ward. 
George Gunsollis—how long has it been 
since Gunsollis was first elected to the 
City Democratic Committee?—still repre- 
sents the Wighth Ward and is now in the 
Elettion Commissioner's office by appoint- 
ment of Brady. Think you he will sit su- 
inely by and let a Democratio prim be 
eld without him in it? ‘“‘Not on yer bfe,”’ 
as he would ony if, he were permitte to 
express his opinion. 
ohn M. Roach, another clerk, is a mem. 
ber of the City Democratic Committee from 
the Fourth ard. What sort of a primary 
would it be with “Dick” Roach left out? 
And there are alot of others, not ex- 
cluding Kim Winston, brother-in-law and 
late private secretary of Gov. Stone, who, 
though a little less than @ year in the city, 
is interested for ebvious reasons in the 
outcome of Democratic prfmaries. 
On the Republican side there is Ed Wat- 
son who erstwhile elded influence as a 
reliable worker. But there is not,a member 
of the City Republican Committee on the 
Board of Election Commissioners, for, the 
very good reagon that Commissioner Saun- 
ders was appointed by Mayor Walbridge., 
who was at enemity with Filley, and the 
epipers of the committee are all Filley- 
es, 

These are some of the reasons why the 
Democratic assistants are convinc the 
order of the Board will give them the worst 
of it, and they seem inclined to join Brady 
in a quiet revolt against the resolution.

Two Market Street Ticket 
Brokers Under Arrest. 
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DETECTIVES CRACK A SAFE 


IN SEARCH OF EVIDENCE IN THE 
SCALPER’S OFFICE OF “JACK” 
FRIEDMAN. 


R. H. M’CLOSKY ALSO ACCUSED. 


Forgery and the “Raising” of Passes 
,and Transportation Jointly 
Charged Against the 
Prisoners. 


Pedestrians who looked into the office of 
J. H. Friedman, ticket broker, 1901 Market 
street yesterday, saw two men drilling into 
@ huge iron safe, in exactly the same man- 
Mer that expert cracksmen operate. 

Instead of daylight burglary as appeared 
at a glance, it was an effort by, Detectives 
Healy and McGrath to secure contraband 
matter as evidence in what prominent rall- 
road officials say is ome of the most gigantic 
ticket swindles ever disclosed in St. Louis. 

Besides their equipment of safe-blowers'’ 
tools, the detectives wege fortified with a 
gearch warrant authorizing them to take 
unlimited liberties in T'riedman’s ticket 
office. . 

Meanwhile the broker, who is known 
throughout the West as ‘“Jdck’’ Friedman, 
looked on in silence. . 

He was a prisoner, arrested on the charge 
of issuing forged tickets. 

About the same time L. H. McClosky, 


another ticket broker at 1731 Market street, 
Was also arrested on a similar charge. 
Both brokers are under indictment, true 
bilis having been returned by the February 
nd jury in its final report Friday. It 
alleged that Friedman and McClosky 
operated jointly in the disposition of fraudu- 
lent tickets. 

The warrants for the brokers were served 
by deputy sheriffs, but the work of secur- 
ing tickets and paraphernalia to be used 
@s evidence in court was assigned to the 
detective department. 

When the office went to Friedman's 

lace and asked admission to his safe 
he request was refused. 

“I cannot open the safe,” Friedman is 
@lleged to have eaid. 

After some parleying, the detectives de- 
termined to use force, and while one stood 
guard, the other went out to get the tools 
with which to open the safe. 

It required an hour's faithful work before 
the innermost recesses of the safe were 
reached. As the third inside door sprung 
open under pressure of the official jimmy, 

Tiedman looked on in amazement. 

Detective Healy's hand delved into the 
steel box and brought out a big bunch of 
ticketa, punches, stamps and other para- 
phernalia, including a bottle of powerful 
acid labeled * 


“ink eradicator. 

It is asserted by the authorities that the 

id was used in removing names of des- 

ations and other writing on tickets. 

en a demand was made upon McClos- 
ky for tickets, punches and other material 
his ession, he said: 

“Wait a minute, please, until I get what 
you want.”’ ;

At least that is the story told by the de- 
tectives. 

McClosky and Friedman were taken to 
the Four Courts. Friedman was released 
on bond, with Epstein & Burenstein as 
surety. Mec osky Was locked up in jail. 

The cha t forth in the indictment 
is the forgery of the name of Henry Lihou, 
general ticket agent at Union Station. 

Behind: this formal charge is a long story 
of alleged ticket manipulation which is at- 
tractin attention rom railroad men 
throughout the West. 

Briefly summarized it is charged that 
Friedman kept a stamp which he obtained 
from McClosky and which is a fac simile | 
of the stamp used at Union Station for the | 
purpose of executing unused portiong of | 
round trip tickets. 

Friedman, it is alleged, has been the man- 
ipulator of the tickets. It is said that he | 
fs an expert on plugging tickets, raising | 
passes, and in forging the name on the |! 
reverse side of the tickets signed by the. 
‘ original urchaser. Friedman’s ability, | 
aided by the bogus stamp made it consis 
for him to place on sale a large volume 
of transportation otherwise void. 

It's claimed that for a long while, Fried- 
man has spent his evenings in ‘‘fixing’’ tick- 
‘ete, screened from public gaze by a high 


Sk. 

It is further allewed that a young man 
who is not yet under arrest and who ite an 
enps t penman, has been in the employ of 
Frie@man and McClosky. His duty was to 
remove the destination from tickets by 
means of the “ink eradicator’’ and in the 
blank space thus created fill in the desti- 
nation desired by the purchaser. 

When there ts a call for a ticket which !s 
not In stock, the purchaser's order was reg- 
istered, with the understanding that he 
could be accommodated by calling later. In

Fhe Ones Mom Bencfited by Street Im- 
provements Would Pay Pro- 
portionately the Least 
for Them. 


Belleving that he has a single-tax scheme 
for the assessment of property for street 
improvement purposes Charles Thuner is 
about to ask the Council to submit to the 
people a novel charter amendment. 

The Legislation Committee of the Council, 
of which Mr. Thuner is chairman, was ready 
to report the street improvement amend- 
ments Friday night. The section as drawn 
providing the manner of making the assess- 
ments would have read like this: 

Special taxes for improvements streets 
avenues and public bighways shall levied 
and assessed as follows: The total cost of 
grading and regrading, preparing the roadbed 
or the euperstructure, placin foundation, 
ering, roadway paving, and croas- 
e street, avenue or public bighwa 
embraced dn the improvement, including all 
Jntersections of streets and alleys shall be lev- 
fed and assessed as a special tax upon all the 
perty (exclusive of the value of the im- 
rovements thereon) in a district within the 
locks or tracts of land fronting or adjoining 
the street, avenue, or public’ highway to be 
émproved in the proportion that the assessed 
value of each lot or parcel of land (exclusive 
of the value of the improvements thereon) in 
such district bears to the total assessed value 
of all lots or parcels of land in such district 
(exclusive of the value of the improvements 
thereon). 
Just before the meeting Mayor Ziegen- 
hein sent to Mr. Thuner a protest and argu- 
ment which had been prepared by President 
McMath of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments. In deference to him Mr. Thuner 
withheld the report, but intimated that his 


mind was made up. 

“T believe that the cost of improvements 
should be assessed on land valuation only,” 
he said. 

“It is unjust to tax one man more for 
improvements just because he has been 
enterprising enough to erect a fine building 
on his corner, while the fellow across the 
street allows property to go unim- 


prov 

President McMath holds that under the 
plan proposed by Mr. Thuner improved 
property will be essessed higher in propor- 
tion than unimproved property, and un- 
j roperty will reap the greater 
benefit. “The unearned increment” will go 
to the “fellow across the street who allows 
his property hg unimproved.” 

The plan urged by President McMath is 
the one adopted by the charter amendment 
commission after three weeks’ diecussion 
and after th lan which Thuner has now 
taken up haa n rejected as unjust. It 
contemplates the division of the burden ac- 
coming to the estimated benefits to prop- 
erty as a result of street improvement. 
Under it one-fourth of the cost would firet 
be assersed against the property fronting 
the improvement, on the theory that such 
papery is benefited directly to that ex- 
ent. 


The remaining three-fourths would he 
assessed ainst all the property within a 
apootied trict. In the original report 
of the charter commission the limits of 
this district were fixed in the middle of 
each block paralleling the street to be im- 
pro . On accoum of the varying depths 
of the biocks the President now favors 
leaving the district to be fixed by ordinance.

SAMPLE OF “MODIFICATION.” 


RIGHT TO BUY OTHER ROADS 
FREELY GIVEN IN THE MEAS- 
URE TO BE REINTRODUCED. 


THE MAYOR OBJECTED TO THIS. 


Protection of the Proposed Fifty-Year 
Franchise Might Be Extended 
to Every Other Road ip 
the City. 


The Central Traction Co. will cause to be 
introduced into the Municipal Assembly 
next Tuesday evening, under a new Name, 
the North and South bill. The promoters 
claim it will be a bill so modified as to meet 
the objections given by Mayor Ziegenhein 
in vetoing the old bill. A list of particulars 
in which the bill is changed in deference to 
public opinion, as expressed through the 


Mayor’s veto, is given out. 

What was considered the most dangerous 
feature of the old bill will be reinco 
rated in the new one. It is the “monopoly 
section, which reads as follows: 

Permission and authority is hereby given and 
anted unto the North and South Railway 
Jjompany, incorporated under the laws of the 
State of Missouri, its creditors or assigns, to 
* * * cross any railway tracks in the line 
of its route, and to make such amicable running 
arrangements as they may be able to do with 
euch railway companies whose tracks they may 
intersect or cross, and connect with and run oo 
euch tracks, and for that purpose, if necessary 
to sell, lease, or otherwise convey their prop- 
erty, privileges and franchises, and when sold, 
leased or conveyed the company acquiring the 
game shall have and enjoy all the rights and 
privtieges herein granted; and to acquire by lease 
or purchase the property and franchises and 
privileges of other street railway companies in 
the Oity of St. Louis and to operate same. 

to permit other street railroad companies in the 

City of St. Louis to run over the tracks of the 

North and South gp > pp me ns the con- 

sent and agreement of sa : 

Discussing this section in his veto mes- 
sage Mayor Ziegenhein said: 

‘*The bill grants the right to lease or 
buy any other street railroad. It would be 
possible under this to pool or consolidate, 
under the guise of a purchase, all existing 
lines in the city, thereby creating a gi- 
gantic monopoly, which might, in the han 
of unfriendly parties, hold the traveling 
interests, and even the Governmental wel- 
fare, in the palm of its hand. Monopolies 
have always been looked upon in our coun- 
try with distrust. -They invariably become 
arrogant and prey upon the necessities of 
the people. hey have been known to 
wither the ambitions of the citizen, throttle 
honest competition and hamper, if not at- 
tempt to control, governmenta! affairs. 

“If at any time jt should become de- 
sirable to have t treet railroads in St. 
Louls merged into*one system the request 
should be openly and candidly applied for by 
the parties, 6o that the people can have an 
opportunity to discuss, understand and be 
heard upon the proposition, 

“T cannot give my aproval to this meas- 
ure, which makes such a thing as con- 
solidation posible, while concealing the pur- 
pose by a few carefully chosen words." 

R. M. Snyder admits that this section will 
be retained in the new bil. Defending it 
he says: 

“The right to buy a necessary piece of 
existing railway, or to make traffic ar- 
rangements with another road to complete 
the eystem is eminently proper and just, 
for by the provisions of the Dill we will 
have to carry for one fare over the whole 
system. The right to‘buy what you can 
pay for and sell it, if desired, is inherent, 
and you cannot hope to have capital in- 
vested and tied up otherwise. 

A traffic agreement, it Is announced, has 
already practically been made between the 
Traction Company and the People’s Rail- 
road Co. for the use of the cable tracks 
on Fourth atreet. 

The life of the franchise if it is granted 
will be 3 years. The franchises of most 
of the other roads have a comparatively 
short time te run. Other roads purchased 
by the Traction Company could be operated 
by it under its franchise for the full 3

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TAX DODGING. 


Within the past few days tax dodging in St. Louls has been 
thrust upon public attention with startling emphasis. 
The Equal Taxation Committee of the Single Tax League 
Claims to have evidence that “more than $350,000,000 worth in 
actual cash value of real estate and franchises in the city of 
St. Louis goes untaxed.” As pointed out by the committee this 
means an annual loss to the city of $4,900,000, to the State of 
$750,000 and to the School Board of $1,400,000. 
Mr. Frederick N. Judson, in a paper read before the Round 
Table Club, declared that, excluding some enumerated cor- 
porations, there is a decrease since 1877 of about $4,000,000 in 
the personal property of both individuals and corporations, 
and of the assessment actually made nearly 40 per cent is 
made up out of the assets of estates in probate. 
These indictments are supported by the experience of other 
communities. The authorities of Massachusetts, New York, 
Ohio and many other States tell the same story. Ex-President 
Harrison recently called attention to tax dodging as a na- 
tional vice. Gov. Pingree of Michigan, In an official report, de- 
clares that, while corporations own one-third of the wealth of 
the State, they pay one-twenty-sixth of the taxes, thus 
shifting their share of the public burden upon the shoulders of 
those who cannot help themselves or whose sense of honor will 
not permit them to evade their duty as citizens. The testimony 
s practically unanimous, and as there is no reason to suppose 
that tax dodging is any less popular in St. Louis than else- 
where, We may accept Mr. Judson’s conclusions and the revela- 
tions of the Equal Taxation Committee as substantially cor- 
rect. . 
What are we going to do about it? . 

The School Board makes the pitiful announcement that un- 
Ger the present system of collection, or rather non-collection, 
of taxes the money necessary to carry on the schools for the 
next three years cannot be obtained. They propose to examine 
the evidence offered by the Equal Taxation Committee and 
bring the matter to the attention of the City Board of Equal- 
ization. 

Everything points to radical vices and imperfection in 
the laws. And out of the abuses of a vicious system of tax- 
ation discontent dangerous to the peace of society is sure to 
mrise. But, while all this is conceded, the law, as it stands, 
mught to be strictly enforced, and official attention is called 
erpecially to corporations, whose contributions to the public 
treasury are almost purely voluntary—of grace and favor. The 
law is inadequate, but let us have what good there is in It. 
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The pacification of Cuba spoken of by Senor Moret brings 

to mind the order said to reign at Warsaw and the desert 
which was called peace. 
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AN ASSOCIATED PRESS VETO. 


* Gow. Bradley’s veto of the Kentucky Legislature's bill aimed 

t the Associated Press was on the ground that “the State 
nas no right to interfere with commerce among the States 
or to restrain it in‘any way except in the exercise of its po- 
lice power, which power is in no wise involved in or exercised 
by the State in this bill.’ 

This seems to be sound sense as well as sound law, and 

e courts will probably sustain Gov. Bradley’s view when 
the question comes before them. He has touched the essen- 
tial principle governing the operations of the Associated Press. 

That there may be abuses of the right to trade In news, just 
as there are abuses of the right to trade in wheat or transpor- 
tation, is not denied. But the right iteelf is secured by the 
constitutional provision cited by Gov. Bradley. 

The passage of the bill over the veto only serves to hasten 
the settlement of the question by insuring speedy reference 
to the courts. :

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THE ETHICS OF WAR. 


The ethics of war is discussed on another page by a num- 
ber of eminent churchmen who agree in thinking that as long 
as human nature is militant war will often be justifiable and 
pometimes laudable. 

Archbishop Kain touches the nerve of the subject in the 
remark that “nothing can be holier than a war which is waged 
for human freedom and for the elevation of the political and 
moral condition of men.” The test is “holiness,” and this may 
be had whenever a war is the outward visible sign of a con- 
Hlict between two ideas which cannot by any human possibil- 
ity be reconciled. 

Nations are fepresentatives of these ideas which belong to 
different eteges of civilization, and if the vital growing 
thought ts to have its rights against that which is decadent, 
worn out and stubborn, war must be considered an indispens- 
able instrument of real progress, one of the guarantees of 
freedom and religion itself. 

In a world whose first law is change it is too much to ex- 
pect that progress will always be even and gentle. The strug- 
gle of ideas will go on to the end of time and that struggle 
has its necesgary correspondence in the confilcts of nations. 
Wars will cease when there are no more ideas for the one 
idea, which is freedom, to conquer, »

AN UNFORTUNATE MOUTHPIECE. 


It is difficult to say in which Senator Hanna the more de- 
grades himself and effronts the American people—in his first 
argument against war on the ground that it would be costly 
and would disturb business, or his latest argument on the 
ground that Spain might get help from a Buropean nation. 

The American people want peace, but not peace with dis. 
honor, because war is costly or because they might have to 
do some hard fighting. They are neither misers nor cowards. 

If there is one thing upon which the great body of Ameri- 
cans have made up their minds it is that in this crisis Ameri. 
can honor shall be vindicated and the menace and horror of 
the Cuban atrocities shall be stopped. They are deter- 
mInined to have full atonement for the crime. committed in 
liavana harbor and peace with honor at any cost—peace with 
free Cuba. 

There is reason to believe that President McKinley is in 
sympat with this determination and will meet the just 
expectation of the nation. Lut he is singularly unforunate 
in having as a self-constituted mouthptiece of his administra- 
tion a man whose pulse beats in unison with the stock ticker 
and who measures manhood, honor and duty by the dollar 
mark. 
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Some persons who like to be amiable are dwelling upon: the 
inhumanity and hideousness of war as a conclusive argument 
against resort to that means of settling international difficul- 
ties. There is much in this argument but peace is sometimes 
as hideous as war. The peace which prevailed in Armenia a 
few months ago and that which is now officially supposed to 
prevail in Cuba are certainly not dovelike or ethical. In 
either case it is probable that war conducted according to 
civilized usage would be preferable, and actually moralise an 
utterly immoral and inhuman condition. 
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The Springfield Republican finds that if the deadhead list 
and the special rate list were abolished on the Boston and 
Albany Railroad, and every person who enters the passenger 
cars were required to pay the regular fare, a rate per pas- 
Benger per mile of 1.77 cents could be established without loss 
to the company. Taking into account the fact that such a 
reduction would vastly increase business, even a rate of 11, 
cents a mile might be profitable. So long as ‘the people have 
to pay the fare of railroad deadheads it is easy to see why 
passenger rates are kept up. 
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An organ of the President says that the United States Gov- 
ernment will not declare war under any circumstances. This 
is a strong assertion, but it is consistent with the ideas of some 
of the President’s friends. If Spain can blow up our ships 
and then kick us and spit on us we should go out of business 
as * nation and tack ourselves to some transatlantic mon- 
archy.

Cer- 
tificates will be given for the remainder, if 
there be any, and those certificates are 
taken elsewhere and paid out to retail] deal- 
ers who have agreed to take the Exchange 
paren. Thus labor, wages and goods are 
ntérchanged without money. The product 
of the planing mill paid to the additional 
workmen as wages will be held by e mill 
owner on demand of the Exchange, and by 
and by transferred to somebody ‘who wants 
such products. With everybody at “work 
consumption is largely increased and the 
mill owner will then have a demand not 
only for his present product but likewise 
for the product of the added workmen. 

“But suppose a lot of men now idle are 
ut to Spork on this plan in a locomotive 
actory. It may be two or three years 
before an engine is actually.4urned out, 
but every Saturday the Exchange workmen 
will receive their certificates from the Ex- 
change, and when the locomotive is turned 
out there will-be a demand for it because 
everybody is employed, and commerce 
needs it.

FOR ST. LOUIS WORKING WOMEN 


A Philanthropic Scheme to Furnish a 
Near-by Summer Resting Place 
at Actual Cost. 


The King’s Daughters and Sons are plan- 
ning to buy the Carlsbad Springs Hotel at 
Nashville, Ill., and make of it a summer 
hotel exclusively for the benefit of the 
working women of St. Louis. 

This hotel was built several years ago 
by several capitalists of Nashville, as 4 
health resort, and was largely patronized 
by the wealthy classes of the surrounding 
cities. Two years ago a St. Louis organ- 
ization, interested in the welfare of the 
working women, rented the hotel, and 
opened it exclusiv@ly for the benefit of the 


working women of this city who might 
wish to spend a few days, or weeks, where 
rest and quiet were assured, and at a dis- 
tance not too great for their homes. 
During the summer of 1897 the same plan 
Was carried out, and a Circle of the King’s 
Daughters and Sons having been formed 
by a number of the guests at Carisbad, the 
suggestion of starting a fund, for the pur- 
pose of purchasing the property, was made 
and donations to the fund were started at 
the time. During the past winter the plan 
was laid before the Union of King’s"Daugh- 
ters and Sons of St. Louis, congisting of 
some 43 circles, and it was decided to give 
the hearty co-operation of the union to 
the work. Circulars addressed to the busi- 
ness women of the city have already been 
largely distributed, and the originators of 
the enterprise feel greatly moet moe ge by 
the support which has been promised them. 
It is desired that every woman in St. Louis 
who is engaged in business will ald the 
work by a contribution according to her 
means, and with the assistance of philan-

WORLDLY AFFAIRS BY COM- 
MITTING SUICIDE. 


WORKED ON THE EAST SIDE. 


Employed by the Prudential Life In- 
surance Company and Mat- 
ters Went Wrong. 


Capt. W. H. Bennett, ex-City Attgrney of 
St. Louis, received a telegram yesterday 
informing him that his brother, James D. 
Bennett had shot and killed himself at 
Springfield, @&fo., where he lived with his 
wife and children. 

A telegram eubsequently received by the 
Post-Dispatch said that Bennett arrived 
from East St. Louls the night before and 
told his wife he had had trouble in that city, 
but he did not go into particulars.

Or, rather, Andrew Jack- 
eon had a war with Spain, which he carried

He had made one brilliant campaign 
egainst the Creeks of Southern Georg'a— 
‘the campaign that gave him his first na- 
ticnal fame and popularity. He completely 
crushed the Creek nation, and thought

But a few thousand Creek braves fled 

‘across the border into the Spanish province 
'of West Fiocrida and joined themselves to 
‘the bloodthirsty horde of Seminoles and 
fugitive slaves led by the great chief, Billy 
Bowlegs.

He made straight for the nearest Spanish 
fort—St. Marks. He sent word to the Gov- 
'ernor that he (Jackson) had been much 
pained to learn that the wicked Indians 
had forcibly entered St. Marks and had 
frightened the weak garrison into giving 
them arms and ammunition, 

“To prevent the recurrence of 80 gross 
a violation of neutrality,’’ wrote Jackson, 
“and to exclude our savage enemies from 
so strong a hold as St. Marks, I deem it ex- 
pedient to garrison that fortress with 
American troops until the close of the pres- 
ent war.’’

HER DEPARTURE IS TAKEN AS AN 
EVIDENCE OF PEACEFUL 
CONDITIONS. 
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SPECULATING IN WARSHIPS. 


A Syndicate of Englishmen Are Going 
Into the Warship Business on 
a Large Scale, 


LONDON, March 12.—The departure of 
Queen Victoria for the South of France 
has had an effect upon tthe political and 
commercial world, as it fs reasonably as- 
sumed that she would not leave the coun- 
try unless the horizon was clearer, which 
is commonly. supposed to be the case. 
Club gossip has it that when Her Majesty 
saw the French Ambassador, Baron de 
Courcel, at Windsor on Monday last, she 
expressed the hope that nothing would in- 
terfere with her Visit to the Riviera, ta 
which the Ambassador is said to have re- 
plied: 

“It would be a misfortune for France, 
madame.”’ 

At Portsmouth the Queen was seen to be 


looking well, though extra precautions 
were taken to secure her from disturbance. 
The royal yacht, on which she slept, was 
guarded by a chain of picket boats. In 
addition the royal train was ordered to run 
a speed of only 20 miles an hour. 

The recovery of the Marquis of Salisbury 
from his recent lilness is very slow indeea. 

He is only allowed to read the most impor- 
tant papers, his weakness is excessive, and 
no date has been fixed for his going abroad, 
although Lady Salisbury goes to the Ri- 
viera next week. 

‘Mr. Goschen’s somewhat rhetorical per- 
oration on the aiternative of peace or war, 
the first Lord of the Admiralty remarking, 
“If peace shall again reign in our centers 
of industry and the maritime instincts of 
the nation which calls itself the mis- 
tress of the seas reasserts itself by an in- 
crease in its merchant seamen, then the 
nation may look forward with confidence 
that if there is peace it will be peace with 
honor, butif it is war, which God forbid, it 
must be war crowned with victory,’ pro- 
voked animated gossip in the lobby, but, 
it was agreed that his remarks have not 
specifically affected the present internation- 
al situation. 

The sentfment favoring war with some- 
body which prevails with “‘the man in the 
street,’’ has attracted the attention of the 
Stock Exchange speculators and the Brad- 
ford Observor reports the formation of a 
syndicate to build and epeculate in wdr- 
ships. At present the members of the syn- 
dicate will confine their operations to cruis- 
ers, gunboats and torpedo boats. The sum 
of 500,000 pounds ($2,500,000) has already 
been subscribed, and an order hag been 
placed on the Thames for a cruiser. The 
enterprise really amounts to the interven- 
tion of the middleman between the foreign 
powers and British ship-builders. 

The domestic troubles of the Grand Duke 
and Grand Duchess of Hesse have culmi- 
nated in the separation of the couple, and 
the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha (the 
Duke of Edinburgh), father of the Grand 
Duchess, is going to Cimiez in order to try,

AN AIRSHIP ON NEW LINES. 


Dehekker’s Craft Has Four Harnessed Balloons ae 
Is Propelled in a Novel Manner. 
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The latest thing In airships—on paper— 
is the invention of a St. Louisan, J. J. T. 
Dehekker of 1911 South Jefferson ave- 
nue. Mr. Dehekker has never made a real 
balloon, or been up in the air, but aH the 


same he has ideas which have not pre- 
sented themselves to. professional aero- 
nauts. 

The lifting power of the proposed air- 
ship is derived from four roun gasbage, 
arranged in a row and imprisoned in cy- 
lindrical framework made of aluminum 
wire. This is to keep them from breaking 
away and going off, each gas-bag on its 
own account. The basket, or airship prop- 
er, is suspended from the aforesaid frame- 
work so that it always retains a horizontal 
position. 

Besides a eteady keel, Mr. Dehekker’s 
quadruple lifting arrangement has its ad- 
vantages. Many venturesome aeronauts 
have lost their lives by their single gas 
bags bursting or catching fire. With four 
bags one or more might rip, or explode, or 
take fire, or be riddled with ehot by the 
enemy, in time of war, without disastrous 
results. Even if three out of the four were 
to be overtaken by disaster the remaining 
gas beg would lend enough buoyancy to the 
air ship to land it gently. 

But tt is in the propulsion of the airship 
that the genius of the invertor shines. “On- 
ward and upward” might be adopted as a 
pecullarly appropriate ymotto for the new 
invention. The lifting force is used as a 
propellor most itngentously—on paper be it 
understood. The wings are stationary 
flanges attached to the wire framework in 
the rear. and as the cylindrical frame is 
wider aft the stern than the prow, the fore-

TROOPS PREPARED TO MOVE. 


SUPPLIES OF PROVISIONS HAVE 
BEEN INCREASED AND EQUIP- 
MENTS.LOOKED AFTER. 


MEN ARE BUSY AT DRILLS. 


Heavy Work Carried on by Day, and 
Practice Attacks Made by 
Night as a Taste of 
Rough Sei vice. 


The officers and men at Jefferson Bar- 
racks are hourly expecting orders to pro- 
ceed at once to one of the seacoast cities. 

The six troops are in readiness to re- 
spond with the least possible delay. With- 
in three hours, and before a train to trans- 
port them could be made up and sent down 
from St. Louis, they could be ready under 
heavy marching orders and waiting at the 
station at the foot of the hill. 


it was said positively last night that 
orders to be in readiness had not been re- 
ceived, but the men know that such orders 
may come at any moment. The supplies 
of provisions and ammunition have ween 
increased and the equipment looked after 
with extraordinary care. 

For the last tweive days the troops have 


been drilling night and day. Most of the 
men have had frontier experience and are 
seasoned to all kinds of rough weather, but 
it has been considered wise to give them a 
little extra hard service to prepare them for 
the rough experiences of actual war. 


There have been several practice night 
attacks. One troop is sent out about 7 
o'clock In the evening to return at an un- 
known hour and make an attack. The 
other troops defend the barracks, There has 
been a deal of hard riding and sharp ékir- 
mishes with blank cartridges. 

Capt. Hunter said last night: 

“] am satisfied no orders to be in readi- 
ness to move have been received. If there 
had been the officers would have been noti- 
lied immediately and tht saddles would 


have been packed. 

‘"The reason no orders have been received 
may be that it is known we are always in 
readiness. Most of us here have hed ex- 
perience at the frontier forts and are used 
to turning out on the shortest orders."’ 

Regarding the moving of batteries from 
Fort Riley, he said: 

“Fort Riley is a cavalry and light artil- 
lery training station. There are three lizht 
batteries at the fort. It is my opinion that 


they will be taken to Savannah, Jackson 
Barracks and New Orleans to man the 
heavy guns at the forts at those places. 


Their light artillery would hardly be avail- 
able for coast defense purposes, but it will 
be taken along, I suppose.”’ 

There are now six troops at the Bar- 
racks. They are all on a peace basis, that 
is, 60 men to each troop. A war basis is 
100 men to each troop. It is denied that 
orders have been received to place troops 
on a@ war footing, but active recruiting of 
artillery men is going on for the two new 
regiments at Forts Slocum and Wadsworth.

Captain Hunter said he would be glad if 
the cavalry regiments should be mobilized 
on the coast. 

“It would be invaluable experience to the 
men,’ he said, “to be gathered in large 
numbers and put through several hours 
drilling each day. The cavalry has had 
plenty of experience in small bodies on the 
frontier but none in large bodies."

A robbers’ roost was discovered in a 
marsh in Baden near the Burlington tracks 
and Calyary avenue, known ase the ‘“Wil- 
lows.”"

ANOTHER AIR SHIP 


It Will, if Successful, Go 175 Miles 
an Hour. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 12.—A new airship 
will shartly make a trial trip between New- 
ton, Le I., and Washington, D. C. If the 
trip prove a success the inventor, Gaetano 
P. Mansione, proposes to cross the ocean. 

Sig.-Mansione, who is 48 years old, a na- | 
tive of Naples,Italy,and a scientific engineer 
has been at work on, his ship for the last six 7 
months. He expects to fly 1/5 miles an hour, 
as a maximum, and 120 miles as a mini- 
mum speed. 

In the event of an accident to the flying 
apparatus while the ship is over water the 
inventor claims it can be lowered to thy 
surface of the water and be rapidly con- 
verted into a boat, with a propeller. In 
this form a speed of from ten to twenty 
miles an hour may be attained. The ship 
is in the shape of a cigar. It js sixty feet 
long and twenty feet in diameter at its 
greatest thickness. There are a pair of 
wings measuring 64 feet from tip to tip, 
which project about 22 feet from either side 
of the ship. 

The motive power is a secret of the in- 
venter. The balloon ‘part of the ship can 
carry 14,000 cubic feet of gas. This is to 
be a sustaining power, the motive power 
being wholly obtained from the wWwings, 
which are composed of heavy olled silk 
stretched on a steel frasne. The trial trip 
to Washington wil] be made on May, 1, 
The trip to Europe, says the inventer, will 
be made in less than two days. .

A PLAIN MURDER. 


It.Is Thought Prof. Driscol Did Not 
Mean to Kill Himself.

NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 12.—Later de- 
velopments,in the Driscol murder and at- 
tempted suicide show conclusively that Mrs. 
Driscol had been dead 36 hours when her 
body was found.

This is how a dozen families 
have secured the control of our great rail- 
way systems, 

‘Political purity can nm@ver come while 
there exists private ownership of economics. 
Political corruption is merely the overflow 
of business corruption. Corrupt city coun- 
cils are absolutely essential to the present 
business systems. One cannot exist with- 
out the other. 

‘“‘American workmen compose the st 
for the profit-making mill, and there is no 
hope for them without a new eocial sys- 


tem. 

‘“Self-government is doomed unless the 
natural resources of the earth come into 
the hands of the people to be dealt out to 
the people. 

“It is called ‘business’ to put into the 
hands of a few the necessities of life that 
cause millions to starve. It is ‘business’ that 
puts one-half a million of women in sweat 
shops to-night; it is ‘business’ that en- 
forces a slavery upon our girls worse than 
death; it is ‘business’ that made in the 
last three years a Wall street capitalist the 
receiver of the United States Government; 
it was ‘business’ that held the arm of Eng- 
land while the Turks slaughtered the Ar- 
menians; it was ‘business’ that humbled 
the proud Greek; it is ‘business’ that pre- 
vents the United States frédm_ rescuing 
Cuba; it.is ‘business’ that is Govastating 
the world, torturing the eons of God an 
making the earth a vast slave pen of splen- 
did misery.

Cubans are Ceprived of all 
rights and burdened with the duty of feed- 
ing the Spanish Moloch. Complaint only 
causes renewed arbitrary oppression. 

Spain has tried to put down the rebellion 
by force, by atarvation, by offers of a false 
autonomy and finally by bribery. She has 
failed. She has again resorted to starva- 
tion. 

If ever there were circumstances which 
Justified war by the oppressed, as well as by 
Sympathizers, they are pregented in this 
Cuban quéstion.

fensive war js usually the prolific source 
of terrible wrongs and barbarous atrocities, 
Many of the wars of history stand con- 
Gemned by ethice, mot alone because they 
‘were wars, but because they were under- 
taken for trivial differences which could 
have been settled without an appeal to 
arms. 

During the last 200 years there has been 
@ growing tendency tAsubsititute arbitra- 
tion for warfare as a mode of settling in- 
ternational disputes. This is the legitimate 
outgrowth of Christ's teachings. The time 
is coming when that teaching will be so 
fully understood and so universally § ac. 
cepted that war will be a thing of the past; 
when the prophecy will be fulSlied that 
men will beat their swords into plough- 
shares and their spears into pruning hooks, 

Commercial competition is war. Ethically 
it has no more justification than war by 
force of arms. It is as heartless, as cruel, 
as brutalizing as conflict with powder and 
ball. It destroys more than it bullds, What 
power it has to construct comes not from 
within itself, but from the co-operation of

I think that 
this is a matter that should be left to the decision of the Gov- 
ernment at Washington. I have great faith and confidence in 
President McKinley arid Congress, and I am sure that they will 
act with wisdom and sagacity! I do not believe that they will 
permit the American flag to be trampled upon or the honor of 
our country to be insulted. If intervention in the Cuban re- 
bellion is the correct policy they will adopt it and procced vig- 


orously along that line when the time is ripe. ' 


“Tf the crisis terminates in war, you may be assured that the 
Catholics of America will be the first in the field. They will 


_rally to the defense of their country, proud of an opportunity 


to attest their loyalty and patriotism. Then it will no longer be 
a question of right and wrong, and the doors to those céns‘d- 
erations will be closed. National honor will be the issue, .and 
Catholics will maintain it or die in the attempt. 

“However. war has not been declared yet, and it may be es- 
caped entirely. The plain duty of all erican citizens is to 
wait patiently for developments and to fely implicitiy on those 
who are in power. We Co not want war if there Is not a 
cause forit. A nation never loses anything by being in the 
right, and we should know that we are in the right before we 
proceed to follow a policy that will certainly cause hostilities to 
be declared between Spain and the United States.”

B 8. TUTTLE 
said: 

“War is a deplofa- 
ble condition to enter 
the life of any nation, 
but there are times 
when it is justified 
from even a Christian 
point of view. I be- 
lieve that a war, 
wherein the cause is 
just and righteous, is 
sanctioned and com- 
mended by all moral 
and religious law. 

“A nation is an in- 
Stitution of which 
honor is the life, amd 
if it fails to maintain 
its honor and to re- 
sent all insults, its 
people will soon be- 
come, like it, weak 
and inactive, and will 
sink to the condition 
of serfs and slaves. 
A nation’s mission 
among men ts divine. Through it the moral and intellectual 
standard of its people must ‘be raised, and, if it willingly is a 
party to any event that makes more difficult the accomplish- 
ment of this end, it is false to its high trust. 

“In discharging its obligation to advance civiligation in the 
world, a nation not only must defend itself against the encroach- 
ments of other powers and protect the liberties and interests of 
its citizens, but also must assist the weak in their struggle 
against oppression and wrone. At this point, however, we ad- 
vance upon dangérous ground and the conditions to justify one 
nation In intervening tn the affairs of another must be clear. 

“Whether or not it would be right for the United States to 
demand Cuba’s independence, I cannot say. Such a demand 
would undoubtedly call forth a declaration of war from Spain, 
and, before we do anything with a consequence so serious, we 
should consider what independence for Cuba wenld mean. Are 
the people of that Island capable of governing themselves? Is 
it mot probable that they would be involved.constantly in revo 


lutions and factional e¢ontests? 
“I will Say that, personaliy, I believe that the war in Cuba 


should be terminated immediately in the interest of peace and 
commerce. Spain has already proved that she can never subdue 
her rebellious citizens there and a continuance of the contest ts 
simply a useless waste of blood and treasure, which cannot re- 
ceive the approval of civilized nations. 
“But I am not a statesman and I cannot 


foresee the conse- 


quences of a policy of intervention. I think that it would be 
right, although it would result in war; but another, who is 
thoroughly familiar wiih the situation, gays that it would be 
wrong. The opinion of the informed statesman ought to be 


more valuable than mine. Whatever is done, I think that we 


should strictly proceed according to international law.”’

“No declaration or manifesto of any 
kind is necessary in order to legalize a 
war,” he says, “nor does morality demand 
that the publication of some formal docu- 
ment shall be made obligatory. Unless the 
attacking state acts with the grossest per- 
fidy the state attacked must always be 
Warned. Some demands must have been 
made upon it, some reason for hostility ind@- 
cated. Moreover the legal effects of war can 
always be dated from the first act of hostil- 
ity, and in fact are so dated except in the 
few cases where the struggle is inaugur- 
ated by.a formal declaration.”” Nations 
not participants in the conflict are, however, 
notified immediately upon the first act of 
hostility so that their legal status as neu- 
trals created by the war may be known to 
them from the beginning.

“Arsenic has been called the king of poi- 
sons. White arsenic is tasteless and can 
be administered in bread, in soup, in a 
dozen different way without awakening the 
suspicion of the victim at the moment. Ona 
the other hand the distressing symptoms 
which quickly follow will at once cause sus- 
picion, and if death follows no polson is 
more easily traced in the viscera of the 
dead body. 

“So well is this fact known that arsenic 
is rarely resorted to save by the illiterate 
and in their ignorance and haste they usu- 
ally bring about their own destruction by 
administering such a large, dose that the

There is no blood, no mangling or mu- 
tilation of the body, as in shooting or 
Stabbing, or throat-cutting; no distortion of 
the features; no frightful bloating; ‘ no 
choking, suffocating agony as in hanging or 
Growning. Women do sometimes use cor- 
Tosive poisons, which inflict awful pains, 
but even then they choose such as will 
act rapidly and surely. 

But murder by polson is not nearly 60 
common as it used to be. The reason is 
clear. The science of chemistry has reached 
such a state of advancement that once sus- 
Picion is aroused and an investigation made 
the presence of even the smallest quantity 
Of poison in the dead body can be discovered 
with unerring accuracy by the expert, and 
frequently the very poison itself separated 
in its pure state from the viscera, from the 
liver, the kidneys or the blood. And this 
may be accomplished months, even years 
after death. 

The various processes by which poisons 

re detected in the dead body are unknown 
to the average laymans We read that in a 
certain suspected case of poisoning the 
Stomach and certain organs have been 
turfed over to a chemist for anaylsis, but 
the modus operandi remains a profound 
' mystery. When the chemist reports that 
he Will require from two weeks to 30 days 
te fomplete the work the chief wonder is 
it should take so long. The layman 
hag an idea that the chemist should be able 
to take a retort and find out all about it in 
about two hours. . 

The best known expert in St. Louis and 
the best in this work for many years was 
Dr. Charies Luedeking. He did all the 
work in criminal cases in St. Louis.

“On the other hand, skilful poisoners 
have used arsenic in such a way as to ward 
off suspicion. The noted case of Rev. 
Thomas Abbott West, who poisoned Susie 
Beck in St. Louts, was of this kind. Ifa 
fatal dose of arsenic be given the sudden- 
ness of the resultant attack is ground for 
suspicion and the physician is not likely to 
be misled by the syenptoms. But in the 
West case the murderer began by admin- 
istering a small dose, The resultant fymp- 
toms were easily mistaken for those of 
cholera morbus. The doses were repeated 
daily and the supposed disease did not yield 
to the treatment prescribed by the doctor, 
who had been called in. The patient 
simply grew worse until she died. The doc- 
tor gave a death certificate with cholera 
morbus as the cause of death and but for 
the suspicions of a newspaper man the 
preacher would not now be a fugitive from 
justice. The body was exhumed, and I 
found that arsenic had been taken in fatal 
quantities. ‘ 

“When there is reason to believe that 
murder has been done by poison the Coro- 
ner first orders an autopsy of the body. If 
the conditions of the organs and viscera 
indicate that poison has been the er or 
if no reasonable theory of sudden ath 
can be deduced, portions of the body are 
given to the chemist for analysis and the 
inquest is adjourned until he makes his re- 
port. 

‘The stomach and intestines, the liver and 
kidneys, the brain, a portion of the spinal 
marrow, some tissue and blood are taken 
from the body and in the presence of the 
Coroner and other witnesses are placed in 
separate jars, sealed and labeled for pur- 
pores of identification.

“I believe that while before chemical sci- 
ence discovered the means of detecting the 
presence of poisons in the dead body many 
murderers escaped punishment, until it was 
shown that co:or tests were not infallible, 
there is reason to VWelleve that innocent 
men have been convicted on expert testi- 
mony. 

‘‘In one of my first cases I was called on 
to examine the viscera of a body that had 
been buried three months. The reactions 
revealed the presence of what seemed to be 
coiinine, a very deadly poison. But it was 
found finally that in one respect the sub- 


stance differed from colinine, namely in its. 


crystalline form, and this was sufficient to 
prove that it was a ptomaine, a product of 
the putrefaction of the tissues, 

“On the other hand, I had another case 
in which the body had been buried a whole 
year before it was ordered exhumed and a 
search for poisons made. The coffin was 
full of water and we expected to find a mass 
of putrefaction. We were surprised to find 
the body in a remarkable state of preserva- 
tion. Even the hair and beard were firmly 
imbedded in the skin and the widow who 
was present readily identified the corpse. 
After that lapse of time white arsenic was 
found in such quantities as to readily de- 
termine the cause of death. The b om how- 
ever, had an unfortunate termination. The 
poison was there. The widow was the chief 
witness by whom the State expected to 
prove that it had been administered. It 
was a raw winter day when the body was 
exhumed and the ground was wet and 
muddy. The widow took @ violent co.d, 
which developed into pneumonia, and she 
died in a few days. With the chief wiiness 
gone the State could not make @ case and 
the suspected person went free.

Now, suppose that you are properly 
equipped with a number of songs which you 
can sing with credit to yourself and the 
composer, You are ready now to give others 
the benefit of your work. 

But this is the time when many young 
singers are overwhelmed by a sense of their 
own inefficiency and of the awful and stu. 
pendous nature of an audience of carping 
critics, 

My dear girl, try to forget yourself en- 
tirely. Self-possession in its best sense is 
unconsciousness of self. Remember, ag I 
have told you before, that your duty Is 
simply to present a musical theme to some 
people who want to receive it. You are 
simply an Interpreter. Think of that theme 
as you understand and love it. Sing it as 
you can best express it. Never mind your- 
self. Never mind your audience ' Person- 
ality, as far as you may now consider ft, 
has nothing to do with it. All that has be- 
come a part of you through your training. 
You are an attractive singer or the reverse, 
according as you have studied. 

Try to feel happy and interested tn your 
music. That will produce the best eect 


' 
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forgives. You are then simply throwing 
down a gauntlet which the critics are quick 
to seize. Simply keep calm, confident and 
thoughtful of your music, not yourself. 

By this time you are probably also think- 
ing of singing in the churches. By all 
means, if you have the voice and the tem- 
perament for it. 

Remember what I said about feeling the 
Sentiment of your songs. This applies 
equally to church music. If you would sing 
appropriate musie for divine worship you 
must feel and express the elevated theme of 
the composer. A light and trifling spirit 
brought to the use of sacred song is about 
as effective ag the notes of a canary would 
be in essaying the role of organ music. 

Then, too, a choir-singer, unless very care- 
ful, is apt to force Per voice. Remember 
that the pure, clear voice of moderate vol- 
ume is he@®d above a deep accompaniment. 

Perhaps your voice is not suited to church 
music at all. Then don’t essay it. A cer- 
tain richness and volume of tone, as well 
es a thorough spiritual eympathy, are nec- 
essary for a proper rendering of sacred 
song.

SPANISH CEDAR 
BEING CORNERED. 


Mme of cigar boxes are now buy- 


ing all the Spanish cedar they can 

get, no matter where it is offered 
in the market. Connoisseurs insist that it 
spoils a fine cigar to put in any box not 
made of Spanish cedar. Smokers of cheap- 
er brand of cigars do not mind so much, 
Cigar boxes of veneered cedar, made from 
a peculiar sort of cedar found in South 
America and in Mexico, are often substitut- 
ed for the Spanish article. But it cannot be 
done without the cigar dealer finding it 
out. The South American cedar contains 
a peculiar gum that melts when the wood 
is exposed to the heat of a shop or a gentie- 
man’s sideboard, and ruins the labels, 

Spanish cedar always retains the flavor 
of a good cigar. Some people claim that it 
improves the flavor. The reason given is 
that it grows in: the same localities as the 
best Havana tobacco. Attempts made to 
use cedar grown in the United States for 
cigar boxes have not been successful, Flor- 
ida cedar failed utterly. Then an attempt 
was made to substitute an imitation cedar 
from poplar and elm, flavored to smell like 
Spanish cedar. A great deal of it is soid, 
but to people who know what they are 
buying there is as much difference between 
them as there is between butter and oleo- 
margarine. 

The prolonged war in Cuba has shortened 
the supply and increased the price of Span- 
ish cedar; so much so that even Great 
Britain has been buying American imita- 
tion cedar. War with Spain would make 
Bpanish cedar worth almost its weight in 
silver. One firm has been experimenting 
with timber from the unexplored Para- 
guayan forests, which are said to contain 
the finest timber tn the world. The trouble 
heretofore has been that the people living 
there have not had money enough to take 
{it to market. Good cedarwood trees have 
been wasted In making rallroad ties.

TOLD BY HERSELF TO A WOMAN. 


RS. MARY BOYD ts a barber. She 

M prefers to be called Miss Mary 

Boyd. She is a widow, but thinks 

that the unmarried woman is more attract- 
ive to her customers. 

She is 5 feet 5 inches tall. 

She weighs 125 pounds. 

She has wavy golden hair, which is 
caught up loosely in a knot at the back of 
her head, while a few ringlets fall on her 
forehead. , 

She has bright blue eyes. 

She has a small, shapely hand, with long, 
pointed fingers. 

She has a pleasant face. 

At work she wears a black skirt with a 
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plainly made brown and white plaid waist, 
while over all she has a long blue and white 
check apron, which comes up fn front with 
a ©equare yoke, around the edge of which 
is a row of narrow white embroidery. 

What she thinks of her work is told below 
in her own words:

“After my husband dled I hgd to earn my 
own living. After a great deal of thought 
on the subject I decided that I had better 
keep on with the barber trade, which I 
had nearly mastered, and not to take up 
some new trade that I did not know any- 
thing about. Besides, I could not stand to 
be under any one, in an office as stenog- 
rapher, or a clerk, or in the house as a 
dresamaker, for instance. I was too in- 
dependem for that, and so I just followed 
my hueband'’s tra! Now I have a nice 
little shop. I make from $14 to S$ a week, 
according to the trade I have. That is a 
larger sum than I could get in a store, 
clerking. or In any of those office positions, 

“T did not choose this trade because I pre- 
ferged it to any other, for there are several 
I ould choose in preference to this. But 
in this I am independent. I have my own 
shop. I have everything just as I want It. 
I have no one to say that I must do this, 
when I do not. feel like doling it, or that I 
aust not do that, when I really desire to 
do it. 

“This work is no more difficuit than any 
other. You devote more time physically 
than mentally to it. It is a great deaj 
easier, in my estimation, than telegraphy, 
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have to be learned perfectly before one 
can venture to holdga position. This must 
also be learned perfectly, but, then, you do 
not have to memorize nearly so much. 

“After you get on to the knack of shav- 
ing a man or cutting his hair in the latest 
style it is'all as easy as can be. Until then, 
like everything elise, you think you will 
never learn. :

ANSFIELD'’S production of “The 
Devil's Disciple’ at the Olympic 
to-morrow evening, suggests the 

Original genius who wrote the play, George 
Bernard Shaw, the dramatic critic of the 
London Saturday Review. There is, per- 
haps, no more striking figure in the world 
‘of letters than the same Mr. Shaw, a man 
who goes to /Btate functions in flannel 
clothes and a ‘nestige shirt. To Americans 
he is generally best known by his “Arms 
@nd the’ Man’’ which Mr. Mansfield pre- 
sented in St. Louis when he was here about 
this time last year. In England where the 
multiplicity of his achievements is a com- 
mon fact he has a reputation for an exten- 
Bive and diversified list of accomplishments. 
At first he was an actor. Then he became 
an artcritic. Later he appeared in the pub- 
lic eye as a novelist and political essayist, 
and after a brief career as a public speaker 
he turned his talents to play writing. 

Shaw is an Irishman born, an Englishman 
by adoption, but it is said of him that he 
declares himself a loyal American in this 
new play. He is the sworn enemy of the 
merely conventional and is a frank realist 
in his dramatic writings. He believes Ibsen 
is greater tham Shakspeare and that 
George Bernard Shaw is greater than 
either. His fine scorn for the absurdities of 
modern dress is shown as noted in his 
definition of the pieces of linen we are ac- 
customed to display as a necessary part of 
our wardrobe. Shaw calls them ‘‘the hand 
shing cylinders of white worn on the neck 
and wrist.” ‘ 


One of Shaw’se distinct personalities ts his 
fund of wit and ever-ready speech, which 
has served him well on more than one oc- 
casion. When “Arms and the Man’’ was 
first produced in London Shaw was sum- 
moned before the curtain by an enthusiastic 
audience. In the midst of their applause he 
thought he detected a hoot from a dissatis- 
fled person in the upper tier. The witty 
playwright was equal to the occasion, how- 
ever. 

“I quite agree with my friend in the gal- 
jery,”’ said he, “but what are two against 
60 many?” 

On another occasion he was asked where 
he got his talent for fiction, and he replied 
that it was revealed to him at an early age 
in the very long prayers he used to make 
ae a child. Asked for a description of him- 
self, he once replied that he was “the wit- 
tlest man in London,” and it would be dif- 
ficult to disprove this statement, if anybody 
wished to do so. As to whether Shaw 
ghould be taken seriously, one writer re- 
calle that geome one has declared we cannot 
be said to hold a belicf firmly till we can 
afford to laugh at it, and if this is so, then 
Mr. Shaw is one of the most serious believ- 
ers in the world. 

One of the most observant studenta of the 
dramatist Shaw has sald that the force 
which gives unity to his work in all its 
branches—to none of which he is willing to 
give precedence over the others—is the un- 
derlying principle of fearlessly questioning 
established order and usage, whether in re- 
ligion, art, politics or everyday life. Added 
to this Shaw's unhesitating efforts to act 
upon the conclusions so derived and we 
behold an attitude that invariably attracts 
attention if it does not command respect. 

Whether there be any of the mountebank 
in the Shaw composition is not a point for 
discussion here, but this story of him which 
strongly smacks of a desire for spectacular 
notoriety ia worth the telling: 

Miss Elizabeth Marbury, the American 
theatrical agent who handles Shaw’s plays, 
had occasion to remit him comparatively 
@ amall amount of royalty received for one 
of hia works, and she did so in rather an 
apologetic letter. The answer she received. 
60 indicative of Shaw's character, is ; here 
presented tn full: “Rapacious Elizabeth 
Marbury—What do you want me to make 
a fortune for? Don’t you know that the 
draft you sent me will permit me to live 
and preach socialim for six months? The 
next time you have so large an amount 
to remit please send it td me by install- 
ments, or you will put me to the inconven- 
lence of having a bank account. What do 
you mean by giving me advice about writ- 
ing a play with a view to the box-office re- 
ceipts? I ghall continue writing just as I 
do now for the next 10 years. After that 
we can wallow in the gold poured at our 
feet by a dramatically regenerated public,”

RUMORS OF WAR ON BOTH CONTI- 
NENTS CAUSE TRADERS 
MUCH ANXIETY. 


EUROPEAN MARTS THE SAME. 

| , 

“Weather Conditions Are Excellent for 

the Growing Crop in the 
United States. 


The grain markets the last week were dull 
and featureless, but displayed tonsiderable 
/nervousness and irregularity. ‘The world’s 
‘shipments were what they were a year ago, 
‘and the decrease in the visible supply less 
‘than was expected, but the prospect of 

trouble between Russia and England over 
the Chinese situation, the light stocks in 
| Liverpool and the decrease in the world’s 
visible were enough to offset the heavy ship- 


ments, and during the early part of the 
'week prices were well maintained. Then 
there were reports of crop damage in some 
‘sections by drought and in others by lack 
of snow protection, and these for a while 
also helped to sustain prices. The damage 
if any was found to be confined to limited 
areas. and the extremely light trading be- 
gan to have its effect. There were re- 
vorts that the bull clique were quietly. sell- 
oe! at every opportunity and when the 
Government report was issued it was rather 
bearish, as it showed 22.9 per cent of last 
year’s crop or 121,000,000 bushels of wheat 
still in farmers’ hands, 33,000,000 bushels 
more than the estimate a year ago. 

The large additions to the contract stocks 
of wheat at Chicago and liberal receipts 
at primary markets began to depress the 
market during the latter part of the week, 
and there was a heavy break which brought 
out a considerable amount of long wheat. 

Reports from India were decidedly bear- 
ish and predict a heavy exportable sur- 
plus from that country. Argentine advices 
are also more favorable and indicate a 
large surplus to be expected from there. 
In spite of the rains the shipments from 
Argentine are still heavy, and the port 
stocks are increasing rapidly. 

Supplies in Europe and afloat on March 1 
were only a little over 1,000,000 ‘bushels less 
than they were a year ago, and foreigners 
are buying sparingly. The receipts at 
Liverpool] are now heavier than the require- 
ments, and with the liberal supplies to be 
expected from the Southern hemisphere, 
Puropeans are displaying little anxiety in 
regard, to their supplies until the new crop 
becomés avaliable. 

European markets were dull and the for- 
eign trade unimportant. Exports from this 
country are growing lighter, local stocks 
are increasing and the milling demand is 
slow, cash wheat being difficult of sale. 


The European crop situation continues 
promising. There are reports of frost dam- 
age in limited areas in Russia, but the out- 
look as a whole, even in that country is 
good. The French crop is in unusually fine 
condition, and ith the heavy acreage 
promises a fine Wield. Other European 
countries send rdports which are equally 
encouraging and e weather so far is fa- 
vorable. 

The weather conditions are all that couid 
be desired for the growing crop of wheat. 
The rains have removed the little grounds 
there were for apprehension in regard to 
the drought and the cold wave has not been 
severe enough to cause any anxiety; but 
March tis the most critical month in the en- 
tire year and weather conditions are apt to 
be the leading factor in the wheat market 
from this on. 

Numerous crop damage reports are bound 
to be received from — to day and fluc- 
tuations are apt to be violent, but the pres- 
ent outlook for the cr is excellent, and it 
must be remembered that there has never 
been a crop which was not damaged in some 
sections, and that from Kansas, the banner 
wheat-growing State of the Union, there- 
has not been a single bad report. 4 

A year ago all of the conditions were 
decidedly bullish as a short crop was pre- 
dicted and the European demand was ex- 
cellent. Local stocks of contract wheat were 
only about one-fifth as large as they are 
|'at present, and yet in the face of war ru- 
mors, alternate freezing and thawing tem- 
| peratures over the winter wheat belt, the 
Government’s low estimate of farm re- 
serves, steadily declining stocks at home 
and abroad, heavily reduced exports from 
other countries, Argentine doing little and 
India and Australia being out entirely, and 
cash wheat selling at a premium of 6c over 
May, prices on futures ‘were fully 13 cents 
lower than they are at present, but cash 
wheat is now selling at 2 cents under May 
price, which shows that the few shorts in 
the local market are not much alarmed over 
the outcome of the May deal, and anticipate 
much lower prices before the time for de- 
livery on May contracts arrives, 


It is conceded that May wheat is manipu- 
lated and may be cornered, but the large 
amount of contract wheat being turned out 
of the mixing houses at Chicago and the 
heavy additions to the contract etocks 
makes it appear almost certain that when 
delivery day arrives: there will be another 
avalanche of wheat for the longs to take 
care of like there was in December. 

Traders are fully aware of the situation, 
and with a continuation of the present nar- 
row markets and extremely light trading 
it does not appear probable that a squeeze 
of the few ehorts would net enough to com- 
pensate for the losses which would be in- 
curred by carrying the wheat over to July. 

With our comparatively heavy stocks, lib- 
eral receipts and slow demand for cash 
wheat, this is especially true of the local 
market. 


The feeling in regard to corn ts firm, 
both as to cash and futures. The Govern- 
ment report was decidedly bullish, export 
clearances are phenomenally heavy and 
local receipts are much lighter than they 
were a year ago, and receipts at primary 
points are not heavy. Offerings of cash 
corn are comparatively light and the de- 
mand continues fairly active. Specula- 
tion is light, but there is no pressure to 
sell and local stocks are mainly in strong 
hands. 

The yisible supply ts large and there Is 
some béarish news from Argentine, but the 
export demand continues exceilent and 
the indications are for still higher prices. 


The strength shown by the oat market 
rices are well main- 
tained. The export demand was never bet- 
ter and stocks in farmers’ hands are com- 
light. There is an excellent 
hiop'ng and manufacturing demand, as 


Pell as a good demand for feeding purposes, 


There is considerable apathy in the specu- 
lative market, it all cash offerings are 
readily taken at good prices and the gut- 
look is encouraging.

MARKET IS DEMORALIZED. 


In Many of the Active Stocks the Low- 
est Figures Posted for Months 
Were Reached, 


Srecisl to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 11.—Descriptions of 
demoralized steck markets are necessarily 
restricted to the technical conditions of the 
trading. At the opening of business an im- 
mensée pressure of stocks for both accounts 
was evident. Under these sales prices de- 
clined rapidly, and the extent of the losses 
might be designated as panicky. In only a 
few stocks was there any other support 
than that arising from the covering of short 
contracts. On the other hand, the execu- 
tion of stop loss orders and the closing out 


of exhausted margined accounts were s0 
much more fuel thrown upon the fire while, 
with every agpoarancs of a rally, the mar- 
ket was attacked with a fresh vigor. For 
many of the active stocks the lowest prices 
in months were made. 

It need hardly be said that the course of 
prices was primarily due to the apprehen- 
siong that a crisis in our relations with 
Spain in regard to the Cuban situation was 
imminent. The cable advices showed that 
the situation was regarded abroad as very 
grave also. 

All the divisions of the London market 
were weak. Consols declined slightly and 
Spanish 4 per cents broke badly. Ameri- 
can stocks were quoted at declines, extend- 
ing to over one point. London houses, how- 
ever, executed some moderate buying orders 
in this market. The course of prices at the 
opening was a record of greater or less 
losses, The trading showed that the cover- 
ing of short contracts was in progress on 
an enormous scale, particularly in sugar re- 
fining, and this led to occasional rallies, but 
forced liquidation was the real keynote of 
the market. A reflection of the situation 
was a decline of 1% points in government 4 
per cent bonds, 

The showing made in the bank statement 
was construed pavorensy. but after a frac- 
tional rally prices yielded ain, and the 
last figures were about the lowest of the 


ay. 

Whether there shall be war or not as an 
issue of the present situation, it is plain 
that matters will look worse before they 
look better, and, indeed, it ts possible that 
the ensuing. week will witness a crisis in 
the affairs. Such preparations for hostili- 
ties as are making by this Government 
cannot fail to have an effect upon prover- 
bially timid capital, though, as a matter of 
fact, those very preparations might con- 
ceivably avert the issue which they aré 
designed to meet. 

A certain measure of relief was felt this 
week when it became known that it was 
the purpose of the Administration to bring 
the subject of our relations with Spain in 
regard to Cuba to an issue. Whether or 
not the decisive action by this Government 
has been hastened by the past month js of 
less importance than are the prospects that 
this subject, which has been a menace to 
the genp | market for amy three years, 
may be definitely eliminated.
